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Continuation of 11 . does NOT place tlie application in condition for allowance because: Applicant arguments have been fully considered 
but they are not persuasive. Regarding independent claims 122, 127, 137 and 174, Applicant argues that one of ordinary skill in the art 
would not have modified Taniguchi et al. (U.S. Patent No. 5,239,228) in view of Murakami (U.S. Patent no. 6,250.765) to include "minute 
unevennesses" in the manner as set forth in the Final rejection because Col. 7, Lines 6-16 of Taniguchi discloses that being flat is "an 
indispensable condition" of the transparent sealing glass plate. This condition, however, is only necessary of the lower surface of the glass 
plate when color filters are attached there upon, as can be seen in the fifth embodiment (Fig. 9). One or ordinary skill in the art would be 
able to immediately distinguish the advantages of modifying Taniguchi to include the "minute unevennesses." Furthermore, the substrate 
can still remain substantially flat even with the inclusion of minute unevennesses .
